THE MEMORIAL to the as- 
sassinated New York senator 
was decided on, Kennedy 
said, after a number of sug- 
gestions were advanced by 
friends and associates,

of pressing public problems/'

Rather than itself attempt- 
ing to solve any given prob- 
lem,” he said, * it will seek to 
bring together on a case-by- 
case basis the resources, peo- 
ple and organization neces- 
sary for a continuing attack on 
it." 

Memorial funds, Kennedy 
said, will be available for 
work in areas of poverty, ed- 
ucation, housing, crime and 
violence in the United Stales 
as well as problems of pover- 
iy and hunger abroad. 

KENNEDY, FLANKED by 
two sisters, Patricia Kennedy 
Law ford and Jean Kennedy 
Smith, announced that the 
chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of the memorial would be 
Robert S, McNamara, former 
secretary of defense and now 
president of the World Bank.
